By ABRSHAM RABINOVICH 
Jerusalem Post Reporter 
In checking out 10,000 reports of 
suspicious objects or persons since 
the beginning of the year, Jeru- 
salem police have ‘found and dis- 
mantled 20 explosive devices, Police

Speaking at ἃ press conference 
following a tour of the Jerusalem 
police sub-district, Hillel said that 
police in the capital are kept 
busier than than colleagues else- 
where in the country because of 
security-connected operations which 
account for no iess than 40 per 
cent of their activities. Jerusalem 
is a_particular target for terrorist 
bombs, the Minister said. This is 
because of its proximity to Arab 
areas, which reduces the problem 
of transporting the explosives and 
also because of the terrorists’ 
design to undermine co-existence 
in the city. 

In all, 65 explosive devices have 
been deposited in Jerusalem since 
the beginning of the year. Of these 
82 exploded, mostly without caus- 
ing injury. Besides the 20 dis- 
mantled by police sappers, 13 failed 
to explode for technical’ reasons and 
were subsequently found, a police 
spokesman said. As many as 300

Rahel Katenelson Shazar was 
born in Bobruisk, White Russia, in 
1888. She graduated from a Russian 
Gymnasium but then studied Hebrew 
ianguage and Uterature. 

Under the influence of her fellow 
towneman, Serl Katzneleon, she 
tater joined the then new Zionist- 
Sociahst movement. 

In 1908, despite the strict quota

restrictions on Jews, she was ac- 
cepted as a student at the Women’s 
University in St, Petersburg. There 
she devoted herself to courses in 
history and literature, and at the 
same Ume attended lectures at the 
Academy of Jewish Studies, found- 
ed by Baron Ginsburg. She iater 
studied German and German Hter- 
ature in Berlin. 

She settled in this country in 
1912, During her first few years 
here she taught Hebrew at the 
Ghfs Training Farm at Kinneret 
and was a member of kibbutzim 
in Galilee and Judea, where che 
did both cultural and practical work. 

In 1920 Rahel Katznelson mrr- 
ried Zalman Shazar. For a numter 
of years they were engaged in 
Zionist work abroad.

Seminar (preparing young people 
for pioneering in Palestine}; in 
1947 to Germany to work (within 
the Unrro framework) with Jew- 
ish youth in the Displaced Persons 
camps. In 1953 she wes sent by 
Mapai to Stockholm and London 
as the delegate to an International 
congress and seminar of women 
socialists. 

Mrs. Shazar’s Hebrew literary 
career began in 1918 with an 
article, “Nedudel Lashon" (“From 
Language to Language”), in “Ba’- 
avoda,” ἃ publication of the Federa- 
tion of Agricultural Workers. 

In 1930 she published “Divrei 
Poulot,” an anthology of writings 
by working women in Palestine, 
which was translated into Huglish 
as “The Ploughwoman" and also 
into Yiddieh and German. In 1934 
she began to edit a labour women’s 
monthly, “Dvar Hapoelet": she 
continued to do so for 23 yeara. 
In 1846 her volume of essays and 
literary criticinm, entitled “Maszot 
U'Reshimot," earned her the J.H. 
Breaner Prize, 

In 1958 the Israel Prize. awarded 
on the tenth anniversary -of the 
State's independence, went to Mrs. 
Shazar for her cultural work, ‘She 
was also awarded the Hayim Green- 
berg Literary Prize, conferred by 
the Pioneer Women's Organization 
in the U.S. and Canada. In 1964 
an anthulogy selected from the ma- 
terlal that had appeared over the 
course of 25 years In “Dvar Ha- 
pocket,” edited by Mry. Shazar, ap- 
peared under the title of “Im Pa. 
ame Hador.” 

Her last book, “Al Admat Ha-Ivrit” 
(On th: Sofl of Hebrew), published 
in 3906, contains critical appraisals 
of a number of Important Hebrew 
writers, a5 well o8 shorter noten 
and Impressions.

Situated between Ramle and 
Petah Tikva, Lydde now has ἃ pop- 
ulation of 35,000 and its municipal 
jeriadiction covers an area of 8.100 
dunams. The city is divided into four 
‘sanitation districts. Domestic gar- 
bage is collected three times a week 
and Industrial wastes are cleared 
away daily. The latest census of gar- 
vage cans shows a total of 7,200 in- 
chiding 80 very large rubbish vats. 

On a swing through the area, the 
State Comptroller's investigators

Moreover, it calls on the 
focal council to improve its handling 
of financial matters in general. 

‘ During the period that the loca] 
council was under observation, 1968- 
73 (with some of the findings updated 
01975), the counci] built new schools 
and kindergarten bulldings, 
providing the residents with proper 
educational services, 

Just the same, the Comptroller 
pointed out, the council had not donc 
enough towards alleviating the situa- 
tion of unlicensed businesses, an 
oversight which the Comptroller had 
previously taken note of in his last 
veport on Gedera, Moreover, the 


paperwork on development projects 
was uot complete, making the 
verification of contractors’ bills ‘(in 
comparison to the work they were 
supposed to have performed) a dif- 
ficult task. : 

In April 1973, the local council 
stopped keeping books, even though 
this Is, in fact, demanded by law. In 
a further irregularity, the council 
was accepting a number of post- 
dated cheques in payment for taxes. 
Looking into this matter, the Comp- 
trolier noted that from January 
1974 to August 1975 a number of these 
cheques were not even listed in the 
cheque ledger. Moreover, often the 
ledger did not note the due date for 
those poat-dated cheques which were 
Usted, Nor was the notation included 
that some of the cheques had, in fact, 


‘already bounced. In other cases, 


receipts had not been issued to per- 
sons for payments received.

« Lydda‘s sewage system also 
leaves much to be , says the 
State Comptroller, About 50 kms. of 
sewer pipe bring the city's sewage to 
oxygenation ponds cavering about 24 
dunams, The Health Ministry ap- 
proved this arrangement back in 
1968, on condition that the 
Municipality find additional land for 
purification ponds, in view of the 
growing population. Already in 
September 1971 a check by the 
Ministry showed that the sewage 
was undergoing incomplete treat- 
ment, and part of it had been seeping 
into an adjoining wadi. Not only is 
this a nuisance to persons living in 
the region, but could also pollute the 
water cable. :

Despite the Soviets’ ἢ 
however, it is known that the 
Russians, besides selling polished 
stones of good and even excellent 
quality to traders in Moscow, have 
opened shops in two West 
diamond centres: Antwerp and 
Frankfurt. 

The prices of the Russian gems 
follow the free market prices from a 
distance. When the Russian 
diamonds are considered com- 
petitive, many buyers appear in the 
Soviet-owned sales rooms in 
Antwerp and Frankfurt. This usually 
is followed by a stift price rise some 
weeks later. This in turn, quite 
naturally, diminishes the demand. 
Again, some weeks later, prices are 
reduced in response to this. Ap- 
parently the price policy is dictated 
by administrative decree from some 
far-away place. 


A sécond noteworthy development 


is the acquisition by the almighty 
London-based Diamond Syndicate of 
ἃ mafor interest in a recently opened 
Antwerp sawing mill. Hitherto the 
Syndicate controlled only the 
production of rough diamonds, part- 


ly through regul: the output of 
its own mines and parly by stockpil- 
ing the roughs it acquired on the 


basis of long-term contracts from 
other producers in Africa or Russia. 
The Syndicate sells its goods to so- 
called privileged buyers. In times of 
declining prices no reductions are 
granted. Unsold goods are added to 
the stocks, to be used only in better 
times. The Syndicate has vast finan- 
cial means, enabling it to acquire 
and keep enormous supplies. When 
prices rise again, those: stocks are 
gradually sold. This policy has no 
‘doubt exercised a stabilizing in- 
fluence on the diamond trade, con- 
tributing to ita prosperous develop- 
ment. 

So far the Syndicate has never in- 
terfered with production esses: 
cleaving, sawing, cutting and 
polishing. But now a start has been 
made with its participation in a saw- 
ing mill. Is the Syndicate, like the 
Russians, also trying to get a foothold 
on the manufacturing side? Syn- 
dicate officials deny any far-reaching 
aims. But other recent activities of 
the Syndicate, such as 
the construction of automated 
machinery, point in the same direc- 
tion. 

Meanwhile the Israel diamond in- 
dustry is more than holding its own. 
A second, more modest Diamond 
Bourse has opened in Ramat Gan 
recently, and the longer-established 
one is expanding by building a large 
new office building next to its pre-

He alse reports that nine * 
businesses dealing with food in the ; 
area operate without licences. Too 
ttle emphasis is also being placed 
on visite by the local veterinary doc- 
tors end sanitation inspectors to 
businesses, chicken coops and dairy 
barns. Some of the latter also are un- 
licensed. ὶ 

The Comptroller further notes that ; 
the area's residents suffer from .ὄ 
mosquito and ΠΥ plagues 85 well as 
trom foul odours spread from nearby 
Rishon Lezion sewage lagoons, to 
which wastes from Holon and Bat 
Yam are also piped. ᾿

THE WINNIPEG BALLET 
greeted the audience with a 
wealth of material at Tel Aviv's

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SHUTTLE DANGERS 


WHEN DR. KISSINGER let it be known some time ago that 
he would only undertake another shuttle mission if there was 
a “90 per cent certainty” of its success, his condition was 
frankly weleomed here in Jerusalem. The memory of March's 
failure, and the subsequent recriminations levelled largely 
against Tsrael, was still fresh in everyone's mind. The Secretary 
of State's condition, it was felt, would guard against a repe- 
tition of that unpleasant and unexpected episode. There had 
been good reason to suppose that Dr. Kissinger would not 
blame israel for the failure of the talks at that time. 


a potential source of discomfort and disquiet. 

The circumstances surrounding Dr. Kissinger’s impending 
visit (it seems at least likely that he will be here next week) 
are not those which were perhaps envisaged when his 90 per 
cent condition was welcomed here. Israel and Egypt have not 
yet agreed on 90 per cent of the issues between them. Although 
the gap has been narrowed, there are still points outstanding. 

There is still significant disagreement on several important 
issues of territory and military arrangements, and some of the 
political aspects of the agreement have yet to be negotiated. 

The remaining gaps can be closed and an accord achieved, 
if both sides wish it. 

If Dr. Kissinger comes, commentators and public opinion 
around the globe, taking their cue from the Secretary's own 
earlier statement, will infer that the agreement must indeed 
be “90 per cent achieved.” They will be impatient if subsequent 
negotiations are protracted and arduous. Some may feel that 
this is unjustified niggling, and, if past experience is a guide, 
they will be quick to hold Israel to blame. 

It was against this backdrop that several ministers spoke out 
at the Cabinet meeting on Sunday in criticism of the official 
“optimism” which was generated through the media here during 
last week. Indications of “cautious optimism” early in the week 
had blossomed into a feeling of near-euphoria by the weekend. 

Some critics argued that the facts of the negotiations did 
not warrant these rosy assessments, which are usually inspired 
at high government levels. Others pointed out the tactical 
unwisdom of professing enthusiasm while the negotiations are 
still proceeding. The Prime Minister is not believed to be 
fully optimistic about their success. 

It is therefore vital that the Government forestall this 
danger by stating now, in the clearest possible terms, that 
while it welcomes Dr. Kissinger to Israel it does not share his 
90 per cent assessment —- yet. Perhaps another week of nego- 
tiations will draw the two sides closer together, but mean- 
while Israel, while sharing the Secretary of State’s hopes and 
desires, cannot yet endorse the confxlence which his planned 
visit here implies. Before he comes, it shonld be quite clear 
that the estimate of success is his own, and that he will 
not complain once more of having been misled.

Rabin’s Stockholm success shows 
a shift in European mood

LONDON. — 
TT IS PERHAPS IRONIC that it was 
Premier Yitzhak Rabin, ἃ newcomer 
to the international Socialist scene, 
who extracted a binding resolution in 
Stockholm committing Europe's 
Soclal Democratic governments to 
fight the Arab bid to oust Israel from 
the United Nations. Israel’s more 
veteran Socialist leaders failed in 
the past to get Socialist heads of 
government to take an activist 
stand. And the irony is heightened 
when one remembers how cool 
Rabin has hitherto been towards 
Europe. And he achieved a un- 

ited front on Israel at Stockholm. 
‘The takeover bid in Portugal 
benefited Israel's cause. Huropean 
ge opinion, now less entranced 
the phony romanticism of 50- 
called “liberation movements” 
M™Manipulated by shrewd political 
operators. is more understanding of 
Israel's position and is beginning to 
realize that she is indeed an isolated 
island of social democracy on the 
eastern Mediterranean. Morcover 
inflation and the arrogance of the 
Arab ‘‘nouveaux riches,"' have 
shaken the Europeans out of their 

apathy. 


THE SHIFT in the European mood, 
which Premier Rabin so successful- 
ly brought to concrete expression in 
Stockholm, is best exemplified by 
the fact that even Sweden, usually 
not so active on Israel's behalf, has 
become involved In the drive against 
the Arab design to oust Israel from 
the United Nations. Indeed, it is un- 
derstood that Swedish Premier 
Palme has ordered his ambassadors 
to play an active roje in the matter. 


Naturally, the tles between the 
Zionist Labour movement and the 
Socialist International have a long 
history behind them. : 

Golda Meir has an honoured pos}- 

tion in its annals and played a major 
role In promoting the warm regard 
in which Israel and her Iabour move- 
ment are held. Veteran Socialist 
friends of Israel like Norwegian 
Premier Trygve Bratelli are close 
comrades of Golda Meir, and the 
solidarity with Israel of such a 
powerful British Trade Union leader 
as Joe Gormley is greatly due to his 
feeling of comradeship for Golda. 
; But a new generation of Boctatat 
leaders are taking power jurope 
and thus it is of the greatest impor- 
tance that Premier Rabin renewed 
old acquaintances, and made new 
friends with men like the Swedish 
Premier. Social Democrats today 
represent the maJn political force in 
Europe. 


ONE ASPECT which escaped notice 
at the time was the fact that the 
“Palestinian” problem was not rais- 
ed at all during Rabin's visit, nefther 
during his top level talks in the 
Swedish capital, nor, most in- 
terestingly, at his press conference, 
True, there was a mini- 
demonstration for “a democratic 
Palestine,"* but it was much smaller 
than the ultra-Loftist demonstration 
against Portuguese Social Democrat 
leader Mario Soares. 

The Israel Labour Party some 
years back set up a Western Europe 
Bureau based on London. It is 
directed today by Yoram Peri. He 
sces his job as “‘secking to influence 
the policy-making processes" in 
West European capitals. He natural-
